WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed- 
eral regulators accused 
GeoCities on Thursday of lying 
to .its Internet customers and 
revealing to advertisers details 
that it -collected about people 
bidinershcirairtlielr'tncamc'and 
marital smnis. 

Tn a settlement approved by 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
GeoCities agreed to change the 
way it collects and distributes 
information about its 2 million 
customers, especially children 
under 13. The company was ttoi
